PRIZE FIGHTERS SENTENCED TO 
STATE PR I ON. 


CHESTER ALAN ARTHUR. 


Twenty-Urfct P r e sid e n t o f th e U n ited S ta te s—D ie d N ovem ber 18, 1886. 


Ex-President Chester A . A rthur died at New York city, at 5 o'clock a . m ., yesterday. 
H e was born at Fairfield, Franklin county, Vermont, October 5, 1830, bis father being 
Kev. Dr. Wru. A rthnr, a Iiaptist clergyman, who, at the age of 18, emigrated from 
Ballymena, County A ntrim , Ireland. 
He was a Belfast graduate, a man of considerable 
literary prominence, and a devoted scholar. 
He died in 1875. Chester was the elder of 
two sons. His brother W illiam won honors in the war of the rebellion, and became 
Paym aster with the rank of Major in the regular arm y. Chester had a thorough com­ 
mon school traiuing, and classical tutoring in addition by his accomplished father. He 
entered Union College at the age of 15, and was gratuated high in the class in 1848. He 
studied law at Fowler’s Law School in Ballston Spa. 
W hile in college he supported 
him self in part by teaching, anil while studying law continued in that vocation. 
He 
came to the bar in the city of New York in 1853. In 1859 he married the daughter of 
Captain W m. L. Herndon, of Virginia. 
Mrs. A rthur died in January, 1880, leaving two 
children, a boy ami agirl. aged respectively 15 and 8. A rthur was early distinguished 
at the bar as the champion of th( rights of the negro, under the Jaw. 
W ith two of the 
most noted fugitive slave cases his name is intim ately and honorably related. 
H is first 
political ventures were luade with the 
W hig party. 
He was a delegate to the 
Saratoga 
Convention 
th at 
founded 
the 
Republican 
party 
of 
Ñt-w 
York. 
He 
early 
manifested 
a 
taste 
for m ilitary 
avocations, 
and 
before 
the 
war was Judge Advocate of the Second Brigade of New 
York Militia, and in 
1860 was appointed by Governor Morgan as Engineer-in-Chief on ids staff. 
Thereafter 
he became Inspector-General and then iJnarternuister-General of the State forces, and 
!al>ored assiduously in equipping and fitting for the field the vast arm y of m en New 
York sent to the war. It is recorded that such was hi= success in this im portant office, 
his accounts were audited and ullowed at W ashington without deduction, while those 
of some other States were reduced by m illions of dollars. In letting the enormous con­ 
tracts aud m aking the vast purchases incum bent upon him he profited never a penny, 
rejecting even the simplest presents sent to him. 
In the celebrated secret m eeting of 
loyal Governors in 186J, General A rthur was the only person invited not the Governor 
of a State. In 1863 he returned to the practice of the law, giving attention also to and 
forwarding im portant legislation in Congress and in New York. 
H e became an active 
participant in political matters. 
In 1871 he was appointed by President Grant Collector 
of the Fort of New York, and in 1875 was reappointed. 
He became Chairm an of the 
Republican State Central Committee of Xew York, and, refusing to resign, President 
Hayes suspended him from office in 1878, but bis official administration was found to 
be without blemish. 
H e resumed his practice, continued active in political life, was the 
ardent supporter of General Grant for renomination in 1880, and when General Garfield 
was nom inated for the Presidency, he was named for the Vice-Presidency by acclama­ 
tion. 
He was elected, and presided over the Senate with dignity and precision. 
He 
took sides with Mr. Conkling agaiust the President, and during’ that contest Garfield 
was murdered by Guiteau, and Mr. A rthur became President of the U nited States Sep­ 
tember it, 1881. 
He filled out the term with credit to him self and honor to the nation, 
and retired on the inauguration of Mr. Cleveland, in 1885, with the respect and esteem 
of all the people. 
He was not then in good health, and soon became a confirmed and 
very sensitive invalid, and so rem ained to the day of his death, taking no part in pub­ 
lic affairs and living in close retirem ent.

New Y ork, November 18th.—Ex-Presi­ 
dent Chester A. A rthur died at his home in 
this city at 5 o’clock this morning. The 
news of his death came as a great surprise. 
Notwithstanding the alarm ing rum ors as 
to his health during the sum m er m onths, 
the supposed improvement in his condition 
noted during his stay in New London, 
Conn., and the apparent confidence ex­ 
pressed by his friends who remained close 
to him , created an impression that his 
health had been radically improved, giving 
him the promise of a renewed lease of life. 
His disease was one affecting the kidneys. 
Those nearest to him had no faith in his 
perm anent recovery, but his sudden de­ 
mise was not spok«n of. 
He began to sink 
rapidly shortly after m idnight and by 3 
o'clock it .was known that death was ap­ 
proaching. 
He passed away w ithout ap­ 
parent pain. 
As soon as the news of A rthur's deatli 
was made public many (lags on public and 
private buildings were placed at half-mast. 
A rthur had lived at 133 Lexington avenue 
for twenty years or more. 


CEREBRAL A PO PLEX Y . 
A stroke of cerebral apoplexy, sudden 
but not wholly unexpected by the attend­ 
ing physicians, term inated his life. The 
stroke came in liis sleep Tuesday night and 
Wednesday morning, and he did not rally 
thereafter. H is death was painless—the 
siow going out of a burned-down candle, 
and four hours before the end came he was 
unconscious of his surroundings. H is son 
and daughter, Iris sister, his former part­ 
ner, Shcrm au W. Knevals, and his closest 
friend, Surrogate Rollins, were at his bed­ 
side. 
All reports to the contrary, Mr. Ar­ 
thur's health had not improved during his 
slay in New London, and on his return, 
October 1st, lie was no bitter than when 
he left the city. 
As tim e passed no per­ 
manent improvem ent came, and the physi­ 
cians feared some such sudden stroke as 
the one to which he succumbed. 
In his 
enfeebled condition even a light stroke of 
apoplexy would have proven fatal to the 
once robust patient, but with the beginning 
of the present week a marked change for 
ihe better set in. Tuesday the ex-l’resi- 
dent felt better and stronger that at any 
time since his illness and commented hap­ 
pily on the fact. 


T H E FATAL ATTACK. 
It was near midnight when his attendant 
le:i bin: alone in bis bedroom, and nothing 
more was heard from him . During the 
early m orning hours he was not disturbed 
until his attendant entered bis room at 8 
o’clock yesterday morning, when he found 
Mr. A rthur lying on his side breathing 
heavily, and he could not rouse him . The 
family answered his summons, but failed 
to elicit any signs of consciousness or 
recognition front the ex-President. 
In 
alarm they summoned his physician. Dr. 
Peters, who has been in attendance upon 
Mr. A rthur throughout his illness, and who 
responded promptly. 
He at once saw that 
Mr. A rthur was suffering from a severe 
stroke of cerebral apoplexy, a sm all blood­ 
vessel of the brain had burst, and the para­ 
lysis of the right side ensued. 
From the 
inonn n t of the discovery made all hope 
was known to be in vain, but no effort was 
spared to bring the patient back to consci­ 
ousness. They were all alike a failure*. 


CONSCIOUS, BUT SPEECH LESS. 
Mr. A rthur lay motionless and speechless 
all day. H e knew what was going on 
about him , for he pressed his doctor’s hand 
and put out his tongue when asked to do 
so, bnt he never spoke or gave any other 
sign o f consciousness. 
Last night at 6 
o’clock his enfeebled pulse, more difficult 
respiration and other signs of physical fail­ 
ure, indicated to the watchful eyes of the 
physicians that the end was draw ing near. 
The change for the worse came on rapidlv, 
and liia sisters and children gathered at Iris 
bedside. Dr. W illiam A. Valentine, Dr. 
Peters’ partner and Surrogate Rollins staid 
with him ail night. 
Mr. Knevals went hom e at m idnight. 
A rthur's strength ebbed out slowlv, and 


with it his life. 
It was 5 o'clock when the 
end came. 
He had been entirely senseless 
tor hours, and died without a struggle. 


TH E OBSEqU IES. 
The funeral will take place Saturday at 9 
A. M., from the Church of Heavenly Rest, 
on F ilth avenue. Rev. Dr. Parker Morgan 
officiating. 
M r. A rthnr was not a member 
of any church, but his wife formerly at­ 
tended that church. One of the distinctive 
features of the cx-Presidcnt’s character 
was his strong loyalty to her memory. 
A rthur's rem ains will be buried in Albany 
Burial Cemetery, in Iris family plat. 
it is expected that the members of ex­ 
President' A rthur's Cabinet will be csked to 
act as pall-bearers at the funeral. 


WHAT Hrs PH Y SICIA N SAYS. 
N ew Y o r k , November 18th.—Dr. A. G. 
Peters was found at bis office to-day. 
He 
said : " Mr. A rthur died of cerebral apo­ 
plexy. T hat was the imm ediate cause. 
It 
was one of (lie ways in which his troubles 
m ight term inate at any time. To that ex­ 
tent it was not unexpected. 
For two or 
three years he has suffered from an en­ 
larged and enfeebled heart, and a variety of 
symptoms that alarmed his friends w’ere 
the natural result of this condition. 
He 
had kidney trouble—Bright’s disease—but 
it was not the cause of his death. 
A man 
of less powerful constitution would have 
succumbed m uch sooner.” 


_ " L I F E NOT WORTH TH E L IV IN G .” 
N ew York, November 18th.—A very few 
days ago, in conversation with Aqueduct 
Commissioner Fish, who bad culled to see 
him , ex-President A rthur made the follow­ 
ing despairing rem arks : "A fter all, life is 
not worth the living, and t m ight as well 
give up the struggle for it now as at any 
other time, and subm it to the inevitable.”

From the testimony it was shown that 
she had told Noon she thought the inti­ 
macy was discovered, w hen he prepared 
him self for the consequences. Before m ak­ 
ing the confession, and when accused of 
the intimacy, Mrs. Bailiff’ excitedly at­ 
tempted to burn some letters, which her 
husband prevented and took from her. 
These letters were read and placed in evi­ 
dence. They were addressed to Mrs. Bail­ 
iff's m other, sister, father and brother, 
stating that she intended to com m it sui­ 
cide, and asked their forgiveness.

DEATH OF EX-PRESIDENT 
ARTHUR. 


The death of ex-President A rth u r was 
not imex[>ected. 
Since his retiracy from 
the Chief Magistracy, he has been a con­ 
firmed invalid and has rem ained in the 
privacy of his home, very sensitive to all 
Comments upon his condition and ex­ 
trem ely averse to any publicity concerning 
himself. 
T he highest tribute th at may he 
paid to the dead President is, th at in all 
his long official and varied public service- 
his character was proof against all assaults 
bringing into question his honesty or 
purity of purpose. 
H e was placed where 
the weak man would have fallen. 
M ill­ 
ions of money were handled by him in 
equipping New Yorks’ great army for the 
defense of the Union, but not a penny was 
missing, nor a cent of private profit charged 
against him . 
So absolutely correct were 
his accounts, and so clear and justifiable 
all his expenditures, and so wise and 
economic the contracts he let, th at the 
Departm ents at W ashington could find no 
ground for the deduction of so much as a 
farthing. 
In his early cham pionship of 
the cause of the slave he became a prom i­ 
nent figure, and as the advocate of the 
civil rights of the newly-enfranchised col­ 
ored citizens, he was eminently successful 
and achieved a wide and enviable reputa­ 
tion. 
H e was first a W hig, and then a 
R epublican, and in both parties was a 
strong partisan. 
So loyal was lie to party, 
th at he preferred to subm it to removal 
from th e Collectorship of New York rather 
than how to President Hayes' famous order 
prohibiting Federal officials from actively 
engaging in party work. 
It stands loftily 
to his credit, th at when there was sent to 
him a petition urging his reinstation in 
office, signed by all the J udges, and all the 
leading lawyers, and most of the great 
m erchants and shippers and commercial 
men of New York city, he suppressed the 
document, and declined to perm it it to be 
forwarded to the President. 
President 
Hayes, who removed him. and tiie Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury, took occasion to say 
th a t the purity of his official adm inistra­ 
tion was beyond all question. 
H e prac­ 
ticed while in office the principles of civil 
service reform. 
W hile he was Collector, 
the removals from 
subordinate 
offices 
amounted to but 2 | per cent, of the whole 
number, against an average of 28 percent, 
under the three Collectors who preceded 
him , while all hut two of his appoint­ 
m ents in one hundred to positions com­ 
m anding a salary of $2,000 and more, were 
made by promotions from the lower grades 
of the service as recommended by the 
heads of bureaus. 
H is adm inistration as 
President was not a b rilliant one, but it 
was em inently pure and high-minded. No 
national trial called for any m anifestation 
of the sturdy courage of the man. H e pre­ 
sided in a tim e com paratively placid. 
U nder him the nation was prosperous, and 
our relations w ith other nations were 
m aintained in peace and honor. 
H e was 
diligent in dnly-doing, and neglected no 
charge. 
H e was social in his habit, and 
enjoyed extrem ely the companionship of 
liis own sex, so m uch so th at those dis- 
jiosed to be captious term ed him “ a'club 
man.” 
B ut his associations were never 
unbecoming or his practices unmanly. Ilis 
life was th at of an upright, self-respecting, 
Ubcrtv-loving, tolerant citizen. 
It is one 
of the loftiest records to be penned of him 
th at he so loved and honored the wife of 
his choice th at he never recovered wholly 
his mental poise, disturbed by her death. 
H e mourned 
the 
pure woman every 
day 
and 
hour 
thereafter, and 
none 
of the allurem ents of society, or beauty 
and wit of women, ever shook his con­ 
stancy to her. 
He was deeply attached to 
his children, and they ahsorlied largely 
his care and thought. 
W e estim ate the 
character of ex-President A rthur to have 
been one of great self-possession, proud­ 
spirited, iHgh-minued, rigidly and scrupu­ 
lously honest and loftily patriotic. 
He 
was splendidly representative of the possi­ 
bilities of this land for tlie earnest, stu­ 
dious and determined man. 
Born in low 
financial estate and possessed of thirst for 
knowledge, he applied himself to labor to 
acquire the means to finish his education, 
alternating labor and his studies to th at 
end. 
H e came into prominence by force 
of his own energy and ability, unaided by 
artificial assistance or th e influence of 
powerful friends. 
H e was essentially a 
self-made man, the product of the Am eri­ 
can system and an exam ple to ambitious 
an d aspiring youth. 
H is memory will 
live in the history of the nation as th at of 
an honest citizen, who rose by his own 
exertions fw m the common walks to the 
highest seat jtt the republic.

The California Fruit-Growers’ Conven­ 
tion which assembled in this city Monday 
and will continue until to-morrow even­ 
ing, is one of the most im portant gather­ 
ings of frnit men that has ever assembled 
i» the State. Over one hundred growers 
are in attendance, and have been all week. 
They are representative, intelligent, ex­ 
perienced men, whose livee in m any in­ 
stances have been devoted to horticultural 
pursuits. An interchange of ideas, the re­ 
lating of years of experience, their experi­ 
m ents with different varieties of fruits, 
their m anner of preparing the soil, prun­ 
ing trees, and curing fruits, are interesting 
and instructive to all. California, unlike 
any other section of the Union, owing to 
her climate, produces all the fruits that are 
produced in any other portion of our coun­ 
try, therefore, their 
experience gathers 
within its scope all the fruits c f the tem ­ 
perate zone, and m any that are termed 
semi-tropical. 
The two most im portant subjects th at so 
far has engaged their attention is the de­ 
struction of fruit pests and the best m an­ 
ner of packing and shipping fruit East and 
its disposition on the other side of the con­ 
tinent. 
The first subject was disposed of Tues­ 
day, while the latter is still under con­ 
sideration. 
W ith California's soil and climate, her 
fruit interest m ust become the greatest of 
her resources, “ barring the bugs.”

THE APPLE AND ITS CULTURE. 
Jam es Shinn of Niles, Alatneda county, 
read a lengthy essay on the apple, a fruit 
which he says was known and highly 
esteemed 
alm ost 
from 
tim e 
im m e­ 
morial. 
More than tw enty varieties of 
apple 
were 
known 
and 
described 
in 
the 
days 
of 
the 
Gesars. 
The 
apple is indigenous to most of Europe 
and is found growing wild from Siberia to 
the M editerranean. The present im portant 
varieties were probably propagated by slow 
degrees from the wild crab apples. 
The 
early settlers of the Am erican colonies 
brought apple-seed from Germ any and 
Holland, and some brought a few trees. As 
the first grown trees bore fruit, the seed of 
the 
best varieties 
were selected 
and 
planted, and so a large num ber of varie­ 
ties were produced and scattered far and 
wide until the num ber ot varieties is al­ 
most without num ber. 
The best varieties 
were perpetuated by grafting, and nurseries 
were established for this purpose. 
THE WILD OR CRAB APPLE 
Is fonnd in all parts of this continent, but 
no effort has been made, so far as is known, 
to improve upon them . The apple has 
ever held a high rank among the cultivated 
fruits, not because it is the highest tlavored 
or more delicious to the taste than that of 
other fruits, for it is n o t; yet, when its 
m any good qualities are considered, it may 
safely be given the very front rank. 
It is 
a fruit grown almost everywhere through­ 
out the temperate zone. It is not especially 
fastidious with respect to soils, but it will 
give fair returns in a great variety. 
The 
trees are healthy and long-lived, often bear­ 
ing fruit for fifty years, and sometimes for 
a full century. 
This fruit is an excellent 
keeper, and with proper regard for varie­ 
ties, they may' be liad for domestic use 
.throughout the year. 


THE SOIL TO WHICH IT IS ADAPTED. 
The soil in which the apple most de­ 
lights is one composed of strong, deep cal­ 
careous loam, with more or less potash—a 
soil not as heavy and tough as to be diffi­ 
cult to pulverize, nor so light as to be lack­ 
ing in the power of moisture in dry sea­ 
sons. 
Alluvial soil, as found on the banks 
of rivers and streams, when not composed 
too largely of vegetable m atter, has Deen 
tound suitable for the apple. Any good 
wheat soil m ay safely be planted'to the 
apple. The general characteristics of the 
soil most suitable for the apple may be seen 
by an analysis of the ashes of the wood of 
the tree, which consist largely of llme- 
potash and phosphate of lime. These con­ 
stitute about one-half of the whole matter. 
Carbonic acid another fourth. This ana­ 
lysis not only shows the kind of soil re­ 
quired, but indicates the kind of m anures 
that should be used. 
Lime, ground bones, 
wood ashes, charcoal, arc all indicated as 
proper m anures for apple orchards. 
The essayist gave his views upon prun­ 
ing, and also referred to those of others. 
VALUABLE HINTS. 
H e recommended that the soils in or­ 
chards be kept clean, cultivated and mel­ 
low. T he least objectionable plants to be 
grown in an orchard would probably be 
vines, squash or pum pkins. These derive 
m uch of their support from the atm os­ 
phere. and the broad leaves of these plants 
would alford some protection against the 
effects of hot weather upon the stems of 
young trees. 
Certain varieties succeed in one section, 
but not so well in another. 
It has been 
observed that apples as a rule succeed best 
in the places where originated. 
For ex­ 
ample,the Baldwin and Roxbury Russet are 
nowhere so good as in Massachusetts. 
The 
Spitzenberg and Northen Spy grow and 
m ature bust in New York. 
They lose 
more or less in quality when carried from 
the place of their nativity. The Yellow 
Bell Fleur, however, which originated on 
the sandy soil of 
New Jersey, seems 
capable of adapting itself to all light soils 
throughout the country. 


PLANT BUT FEW VARIETIES. 
The planter of a sm all orchard for 
domestic use only will of course select a 
line of varieties with special reference to 
this object—early sum m er, fall apple3 and 
late keepers. H e who plants w ith a view 
to profit ha3 need of good judgm ent in the 
selection of varieties. 
The essayist recom­ 
mended 
the 
planting 
o f 
few varie­ 
ties. 
There is every reason 
to expect 
good 
prices 
for 
good 
apples, 
as 
m any 
as 
can 
be 
produced 
for 
a long tim e Pi come, and when it is consid­ 
ered that a good apple orchard, well cared 
for, may last and bear fruit for fifty years 
or more, and that some trees m ay bear, 
and do bear, fifty or m ore bushels of fruit 
in a single season, it m ust be apparent 
that apple-growing in this State will be 
profitable, if we can grow good apples. We 
can grow good apples, provided we can 
find an effectual remedy against the codlin 
m oth. 
The sam e thing is true of pear 
culture. 
THEY HAVE THEM IN THE EAST. 
In searching the history of the ravages 
of the 
apple 
worm oil 
the 
eastern 
side of the continent, we find that it is 
everywhere considered a great evil, and 
some seasons 
m uch 
loss is sustained 
through its attacks upon fruit. All writers 
upon the subject agree that the first brood 
of the moths deposit their eggs in the calyx 
of the fruit when the fruit is quite sm all— 
so sm all that it cannot live alter the larvae 
has eaten out the core or interior of the 
fruit. The young apples and pears thus af­ 
fected 
are’ pretty sure to fall 
from 
the tree before the worm has left them , 
and these writers all insist that if these 
fallen fruits are prom ptly gathered and de­ 
stroyed, or it hogs are kept in the orchards 
so that the fruit may be all eaten by them 
daily, that then the second brood of moths 
will be comparatively small, and as they 
have hut two broods of these insects todeat 
with it will be readily understood that they 
have no great ditficuliy in keeping this in ­ 
sect w ithin reasonable bounds. On this 
coast it is very different. O ur delightful

w hm nature has provided them an invit­ 
ing feast of apples and pears. The first ‘ 
brood Is large and the second larger. 


Colonel L. F. M oulton read an able and 
exhaustive article on the resources of 
Colnsa county. His essay stated, and truth­ 
fully too, that in Colusa county could be 
produced all the fruits grown in southern 
California cheaper and of a better quality. 
He exhibited a large num ber of oranges 
plucked from tree3 in his orange groves, 
which were of good size and ripe. 
W hat 
was said of the clim ate of Colusa and the 
fertility and possibilities of her soil, is 
equally true of all the counties in Central 
California. 
W. H . Aiken read an excellent essay on 
the prune. 
It was full of interest to all 
who are engaged in the culture of that 
profitable fruit. 
THE FIO. 
R. W illiam son read the following essay 
upon the fig : 
In tre a tin ' this subject I shall not at* 
tem pt a description of the m e'hods of cul- 
tivaiion and preparation practised by the 
people in the old countries, where figs are 
extensively raised. 
I 
deem 
this un­ 
necessary, 
as 
Dr. 
Gustave 
Eisen, of 
Fresno, read a paper at your meeting in 
November last, at Los Angeles, in which ho 
describes very ahlv, and very m inutely, 
the methods practised in the Mediterranean 
countries. 
I shall deal w ith the subject 
only in general terms, and endeavor to 
bring out only such facts as shall be of 
practical use to us in California. The fig 
is the most ancient fruit we cultivate; it 
has a history dating back farther than any 
other frnit we grow. 
Thousands and 
m illions of people in all age3 of the world 
have 
SUBSISTED LARGELY ON THE FIG. 
In m any of ilie old countries the failure of 
a fig crop means not only stagnation in 
business, but almost starvation and famine. 
The late B. B. Redding told nie, not long 
before his death, that while traveling in 
Europe, he learned that a very large 
per cent, of the inhabitants of Asia 
Minor, Greece, Portugal. Italy, and many 
of those old countries, lived m ainly on the 
fig and olive; that travelers and sheep- 
herd, when starting off on trips with their 
stock or otherwise, would carry with them 
as their supplies of provisions little else 
than dried figs and pickled olives, and that 
thev would not only live for weeks and 
m onths on these, but grew fat, and endure 
alm ost untold hardships and exposures, 
enjoying the most robust health all the 
time, 
it is a well-known fact that the tig 
possesses more nutrim ent and also more 
medical properties than any fruit we culti­ 
vate, excepting possibly the olive. 
It is a 
healthy and substantial article of food, 
either for man or beast, and is at the same 
tim e a fine, delicate flavored luxury, and 
can readily be brought into general úse by 
alm ost the entire liuman family, when it 
is once brought to their notice and put 
w ithin their reach. One of the chief bar­ 
riers to their general use now by the Am er­ 
ican people is the high price at which a 
good article can be obtained. Some idea of 
THE MAGNITUDE OK THIS INDUSTRY 
In the Old W orld may be gleaned from the 
fact that, according to the report of the 
American Consul, there had been delivered 
for export at Sm yrna alone, for the year 
1884, 21.000,000 pounds of dried figs," be­ 
sides, possibly, as much more from Italy, 
Hungary, Dalmatia and other fig-produc­ 
ing countries, m aking a grand total export 
of fully 40,000,000 pounds, besides supplying 
an enormous home consum ption. Of this 
large export, England, Germany and the 
United States take the bulk of it. 
W ith 
these facts before us, and with the further 
fact that there is hut a sm all portion of the 
earth’s surface where the fig can be success­ 
fully grown anil cured, and that we in Cal­ 
ifornia have the lion’s share of that small 
area, are we not blind to our best interests 
if we do not improve our golden opportuni­ 
ties? It is a thoroughly demonstrated fact 
that the fig tree will grow most luxuriantly, 
thrive and bear great crops, on most all of 
our valley, plains, mesa and foothill lands, 
from one end of the Stale to the other. 
The warm, dry alluvial soils, and dry 
warm climates of the interior valleys anil 
foothills, seem to be peculiarly adapted to 
its successful culture aud curing. 
It will 
grow and 
BEAR GOOD CROPS 
Of fruit on lands too dry to m ature other 
fruits. 
It will also do well on our rich, 
moist bottom lands, provided they are well 
drained. So that there is no frnit that can 
be more generally grown all over our State 
than the fig, and no other with so little 
care and risks, or that is more profitable in 
the end. if we get good varieties and handle 
the fruit properly. Preparation of tlie fruit 
for m arket has until very recently been 
done in the most careless and slovenly 
m anner by the California grow er; so much 
so that m any have concluded fig-growing in 
this State was a failure. Only a few years 
ago the same ideas prevailed relative to 
raisin and wine m aking in California. Blit 
what a change has come over the public 
mind relative to the two last named pro­ 
ducts, and the same change, and even 
greater, will soon come over the public 
mind in regard to raising and curing the 
fig- 
THE BEST METHOD 
For curing the fig in the sun, is to pick it 
when it has just began to wilt; place it on 
trays, in a tight room, put a slow sulphur 
fire under it (say half pound of best sul­ 
phur to 200 pounds of figs), let the sulphur 
burn slowly till 
consumed, the fumes 
ascending among the fruit until entirely 
exhausted. This will require, say 10 or 12 
hours. The fruit should be kept in the 
sulphur bath. The object of this sulphur­ 
ing of the green fruit is to prevent fermenta­ 
tion and souring in the process of drying, 
to preserve the natural flavor and the 
qualities of the fruit, to soften the skin, and 
at the same tim e to bleach or whiten the 
dried product. 
After the sulphuring, it 
should be taken out, placed on trays or a 
Scaffold, and treated m uch the same as we 
do the raisin. They should be turned over 
several times while drying—care should be 
taken not to let them get too dry and hard. 
This, of all the mistakes, is the most com­ 
mon with the am ateur in fruit drying. All 
that is wanted is to simply evaporate 
the water from 
the fruit. 
The softer 
and more flexible 
it 
is, the 
better, 
and the more 
salable the product will 
be. and tlie heavier it weighs the more 
profitable it is to the producer, and the more 
palatable ami satisfactory to the consumer. 
The operator should not wait until the 
whole batch is dry before taking it up, but 
should watch it carefully, and as fast as a 
portion of it is dry enough, to pick out and 
take up all such specimens as are sutfi 
cientlv cured. The sense of feeling, aided 
by a little common sense, will tell him 
when it will do. 
In most localities, espe­ 
cially in the valleys and near the coast, 
IT WILL PAY WELL 
To cover the figs at night to keep off dam p­ 
ness. W ith favorable weather and proper 
care, it will usually take from four to seven 
day to dry the sulphured figs, and eight to 
twelve days to dry the unsulphured, for 
they dry much quicker after being sul­ 
phured. 
After tl,ev are thus dried, they 
should be dipped in a boiling hot solution, 
composed of, say, thirty gallons of water, 
one pound of concentrated lye. and three 
pounds of best rock salt thoroughly dis­ 
solved. The figs should be held under this 
boiling water about 
two 
seconds, and 
then 
taken 
out. 
dripped 
or 
dried 
until 
the 
water 
is 
gone, 
and 
then 
packed 
away 
in 
large 
boxes 
about the same as used for raisins fcovered 
up so as to keep out insects), and left to 
sweat from two to four weeks before pack­ 
ing for market. The object of the dipping 
is to kill all insect eggs and soften the skin. 
This is done by the alkali, while the salt 
preserves the fruit and m aterially adds to 
the flavor of it by destroying that flat, 
greenish taste which is perceptible in the 
tresh dried frnit. 
It also assists the granu­ 
lation and crystallization of the natural 
sugar in the fig, and assists in bringing oat 
a white, flowery bloom, which adds much 
to the appearance of the product. 
It also 
repels the attack of insects. 
So much for the sun-drying process. But 
I think the enterprising’Californian, the 
intelligent grower, will not much longer 
waste his precious tim e with old-time 
methods, but wiil find a much speedierand 
more perfect way to complete success by 
employing artificial heat. 
From recent • 
experiments m ade I am thoroughly con­ 
vinced that the employment of artificial 
heat in curing the fig is the dawning of a 
new and grand era in that 
GREAT AND GROWING INDUSTRY 
In this golden State. 
I think in that, as in 
many other things, we will find ourselves 
centuries ahead 
of 
our 
antediluvian 
brethren in the old countries. 
I do not 
think I am over sanguine ; I hope, nay 
gentlemen, I expect (if I live five years 
longer) to see m y predictions fulfilled re­ 
garding the disuse of the old, and the 
adoption of the new system. 
I think the 
samples before 
us 
to-day a sufficient, 
guarantee for m y prediction. The samples 
I exhibit here to-day are the Pacific W hite 
and the San Pedro, comm only called the 
W hite Smyrna. It is a great bearer, very 
productive. 
The 
frnit 
is very large, 
especially the first cro p : is very sweet and 
finely flavored, bnt like m any other white 
figs, it wiil crack or open at the caley or 
eye, so as to adm it ants and other insects, 
and therefore ferment and sour in the pro­ 
cess of drying if allowed to hang on the 
tree untilfaliy ripe, or till wiited. It will 
even sour on the tree; especially is this 
the case if grown on quite moist land or 


irrigated. T his habit makes it next to im ­ 
possible to dry in the sun this 


DELICIOUS AND PBOLtEIC FIG. 
But the samples before us demonstrate that 
it can not only be dried by artificial heat, 
but that it makes a most beautiful and de­ 
licious product. 
1 think it hard to equal, 
and impossible to surpass it. 
I dried these 
samples during the State Fair, in the Acme 
Steam 
H eat 
Evaporator, exhibited by 
Messrs. Baclielder & Wylie, of No. 27 Mar­ 
ket street, San Francisco. 
I do not know 
w hether the ordinary dry hot-air evaporat­ 
ors would produce the same results or n o t; 
but I do know that the steam dryer was a 
great success in this case. The best sample 
was dried in nine hours at a tem perature of 
130 degrees, the other at 120. I was afraid 
of burning the fruit, and had some run 5, 
11. 7, 8 and 10 hours at 100 to 110, but most 
of them molded and spoiled, hut I do not 
believe that any dried above seven hours at 
110 degrees would have spoiled had I not 
put them away in light paper boxes. Being 
away from home, they were not opened or 
exam ined for two weeks. 
I think if they 
had been kept open and aired for a time, 
that even those would have kept. These on 
exhibition stood the severer test. 
I only 
cured fliree varieties, the two on exhibi­ 
tion 
and 
the large purple, or com­ 
mon California black, 
I ordered and had 
sent two lots of the Verdoni (or white 
Adriatic) I was very anxious to test them , 
but they both arrived so spoiled that I 
could do nothing with them . 
W hile, of 
course, there are some varieties m uch bet­ 
ter than others, I am satisfied that by this 
process we can dry and m ake a fair m er­ 
chantable product out of 


ALMOST ANY OF THE VARIETIES 
W e have, and thus turn to profit w hat has 
usually been considered of no value. 
As 
to varieties we are still at sea as to whether 
we have the best or not. M any efforts 
have been made to get the best varieties, 
the true fig of commerce as we are accus­ 
tom to call them , ju st as if there was only 
one variety cultivated in Europe. The 
facts are, they cultivate there many kinds ; 
different localities grow different figs. but I 
presume, of course, that in each locality 
there is some one variety that takes the 
lead and is cultivated almost exclusively. 
The largest quantities and finest figs gen­ 
erally cotnc from Smyrna, and those that 
we receive have tlie appearance of being 
all of one variety. 
Many efforis have been 
made to get that particular kind, but we 
have generally 
supposed that we had 
failed. T hat supposed failure may be due 
to ciimatic conditions, or the m anner of 
treatm ent in the process of curing, or 
possibly both. 
Onr figs usually have 
much thicker, tougher skins when dry 
than the imported article. 
I think that is 
certainly due both to clim ate and treat­ 
ment. Our dry clim ate has the effect on 
all fruits of toughening or hardening the 
skin, and this is w hat causes our fruit to 
SHIP BETTER AND KEEP LONGER 
Than the same fruits grown in countries 
where they have rains during the growing 
season. 
Every fruit-sbipper knows that 
after the first fall rains it is unsafe—in fact, 
useless—to attem pt to ship fruit that has 
been exposed to heavy rains. Some five 
or six years ago tbeS aú Francisco Bulletin 
Company, assisted by some others, im ­ 
ported quite a large num ber of fig trees and 
cuttings direct from Sm yrna. 
1 think they 
took the precaution to send a trustworthy 
man to attend to it personally. The cut­ 
tings and plants came, and were distribu­ 
ted quite thoroughly over the State, to be 
tested in different localities. 
I got some 
of them and have them growing, but witfi 
me the fruit has not m atured. 
It blasts 
and falls off before it is half-grown ; and 
this has beetr the case with all I have 
heard from, with one single exception, and 
that was near Penryn, in Placer county, 
where 
H . 
E. 
Parker has 
a 
4-yeur- 
old 
tree 
that 
I 
sold him 
out 
of 
my 
lot. 
It 
m atured 
several 
speci­ 
mens this season. 
Mr. Parker said they 
were a very fine flavored thin-skinned tig. 
I only saw one s]>ecimen, and it was (1 
suppose) not a fair sample. 
It looked and 
tasted m uch like the ban Pedro. 
I think 
if this fig ever succeeds it will have to be 
fertilized by some other variety, though it 
would seem from 
the success of 
Mr. 
Parker’s tree that they m ay m ature fruit 
on the granite soil of our foothills. There 
is certainly no soil or clim ate in the State 
where the fig does better than in these 
foothills at an altitude of from 500 to 1,500 
feet above the sea level. 
In the foothills of 
Shasta county, between Ball’s ferry and 
Shingletown, there is a fig tree about 25 
years old that measures 103 inches in cir­ 
cumference three feet above ground, and 
the branches (or top) cover an area equal 
TO SIXTY-FIVE FEET IN DIAMETER, 
A nd its yield of green fruit is variously 
estim ated at from 1,800 to 2,500 pounds 
annually. 
There is also a lot of tree3 
owned by Mr. W ilderm uth near Valley 
Springs, in Calaveras county, said to be 
equally large and productive, and I have 
seen in m any other places on the granite 
soil enormously large trees of the large 
purple variety. 
I have frequently been 
told of trees yielding from 000 to 1,000 
pounds of dried figs. I have a sm all orchard 
of fig trees at Penryn only 7 years old 
from the cutting, that yielded 150 pounds 
of dried figs 
to the tree 
this season, 
that at 0 cents per pound would be $9 to 
the tree. I expect that vield to he increased 
at least 20 per cent, per annum for the next 
ten years, and when my figs are properly

Di Choy was 
pu t on the stand and testified that the 
E 
risoner was not the woman that should 
ave been arrested—that she had never 
seen her before, etc.. and that the defend­ 
ant was not Chang Quong. butCooey Gong. 
This in the face of the fact that a China­ 
man went to Vallejo w ith the officer and 
pointed ont the prisoner as the right party, 
and the officer was also furnished with a 
photograph of her, which she said (she 
speaks pretty good English) when he asked 
her about it at the tim e of arrest, was 
her likeness, taken in China some years 
ago. 
Rev. F. J. Masters, of the Chinese 
Mission at San Francisco, who is in the 
city 
at present conducting a mission 
among the Chinese, attended the exam ina­ 
tion and acted as interpreter. 
Of course 
the woman was discharged from custody. 
Mr. Masters accompanied her to the office 
of Mr. Dunn, her attorney, and there also 
went along with them a Chinaman who 
represented that he was her uncle, and she 
stated that he held that relation toward 
her. 
Mr. Masters, while suspecting that 
there m ight be a scheme on foot to get pos­ 
session of her for imm oral purposes, had 
no authority to restrain her from going 
w ith the “ uncle,” as she desired to do, and 
they went away together. She is about 21 
years of age, and the wife of a Chinaman 
who is employed as steward on the Govern­ 
m ent steamer Ranger, now at San Diego. 
She is said to have been brought from 
China as a speculation by some Chinamen, 
as so many other Chinawomen have been, 
hut the managers of the Chinese Mission 
rescued her and kept her until her m arri­ 
age. 
By the noon train yesterday Deputy 
District Attorney Hall, of Solano county, 
came up to look after her, accompanied by a 
Vallejo Chinaman, in wrhose house she had 
been living, but by the time they arrived 
she had disappeared. It is believed that 
the case is a repetition of m any by means 
of which the law has been invoked to ena­ 
ble Chinese highbinders to increase their 
list of hum an chattels, bat the law will 
also he invoked to rectify the matter, and, 
if possible, she will be found and the truth 
made known whether she is acting of her 
own free will.

It was thought that the Celes­ 
tial is a chicken thief and that he was shot 
while attem pting to rob a roost, but the 
police of this city have not had any such 
circumstance reported to them .

P r e p a r in g to L e a v e . 
The m achinery of Colonel Von Schmidt's 
dredger was started up again yesterday 
m orning and a substantial stream of water 
forced through the pipe leading to China 
slough, in order to free it from sand. The 
working of the new m achinery was pro­ 
nounced satisfactory. 
Later in the day 
workmen were engaged disconnecting the 
pipe from the dredger, and taking the pre­ 
lim inary steps to remove the pipe and 
place if upon a barge for conveyance to 
Oakland, to which place the dredger will 
soon be towed to complete a Government 
contract 
in Oakland creek. 
It is an­ 
nounced that Colonel Von Schmidt will 
this winter build a much larger dredger, 
fit it up with more powerful m achinery— 
profiting by the experience gained with 
the present apparatus—and return in the 
spring to enter upon the work of filling the 
slough. 
Those 
citizens, however, who 
have been declaring all along that the fill­ 
ing could not be done by the Colonel's pro­ 
cess, express themselves very much in the 
" I-told-you-so ” manner, and assume that 
he has retired from tbe field discomfitted. 
But even they are willing to adm it tliat the 
present 
dredger would 
probably have 
worked satisfactorily if the river was run­ 
ning bank full, or nearly so, as then the 
water and sand would not have to be forced 
up hill about twenty-two feet, as at present. 


S till A la rm of I-ire. 
About 12:30 this m orning a great quan­ 
tity of smoke was observed coming up 
through the sidewalk in front ot the Cos­ 
mopolitan Itevtaurant.Kstreet, near Fourth.

cured (by artificial heat) I expect to get 10 
to 15 cents per pound instead of 6, as now. 
Thus it will be seen that a tig orchard, 
properly managed, will prove a bonanza. 
I5ut to return to varieties. 
I would recom­ 
mend, for drying in the sun, the Pacific 
W hite, W hite Ischia, Large Purple (or Cal­ 
ifornia Black). 


T H E W H IT E ADRIATIC 
Is also represented as drying well, though 
1 have not tried it. But when artificial 
heat is to be used I think that no other fig, 
certainly none that I am familiar with.wili 
equal tbe San Pedro, both as to quality and 
quantity, except, possibly, the Virdoni, or 
W hite Adriatic, may equal it. 
But, as be­ 
fore stated. I have not tested it. 
It is rec­ 
ommended very highly by others who have 
tested it. There are several other varieties 
which we cultivate that m ight be m en­ 
tioned, but I believe it is a great mistake 
for an orchardist to plant, in a m arket or­ 
chard, a long list of kinds. P lant only a 
few leading kinds, known to be good, and 
leave experimenting and testing to the nur­ 
sery man, whose business, unfortunately, it is 
to do the experimenting. Eversince I have 
been in the nursery business I have been 
constantly, and still am, experimenting. 
There is never a season that I do not have 
a long list of kinds on the test roll, and 
hundreds of them prove utterly worthless 
here, though many of them come highly 
recommended from tbe East and Europe. 
Hence, I repeat, plant but a few varieties, 
those only that ate known to be good. 


PLANTING AND CARING FOR A FIG ORCHARD. 
The tig is a loDg-lived and strong grow­ 
ing tree, and the trees should be planted 
farther apart than most other fruit trees, 
especially the stronger 
growing kinds, 
such as the Large Purple, Pacific white and 
W hite Adriatic. The San Pedro and W hite 
Ischia are not strong growers, and conse­ 
quently m ight be planted closer, but even 
they want plenty of room. I would recom­ 
mend planting tig trees from 26 to 32 feet 
apart. 
Then fill in with grapevines, 
berries or some other fruit trees, such as 
peaches, plums, prunes or quinces, some­ 
thing that can be taken out at the end of 
ten or twelve years, or so soon as the tig 
trees need all the room. Thus a quick and 
constant return cau be realed from all the 
land. The tig and grape do well together, 
and I should prefer filling in w ith grapes 
to anything else. If the land is well adapted 
to grape growing, the vines can remain in 
the fig orchard fully as long, if not longer, 
than most anything else; but I would not 
plant them too close to the tree. Then in 
thinning out, take out those nearest the 
trees first; they need not all be taken out 
at once. 
PRUN IN G T H E TREES. 
Most all trees do best if cut back heavily 
when planted, but the tig is an exception 
to that rule. 
It does not need to be cut 
back much, though it should be shortened 
in some. It often has a mas3 of fine liber- 
ous, moss-like, roots; these should be 
trim m ed off, leaving only the large and 
medium-sized roots. 
All the bruised or 
mutilated roots should be pared off, also ; 
then, if carefully planted it will grow. 
It 
does seem strange to advise the removing 
of the fine fiberous roots, but experience 
has demonstrated that they do best de­ 
prived of these roots. 
After the tree is es­ 
tablished in the orchard it needs but lit­ 
tle pruning, 
except 
to give it shape, 
until it gets to that age when it is grow­ 
ing but 
little 
and 
m aking but little 
new w ood; 
then it is a good idea to 
head it back quite heavily. This renews 
the tree and causes it to throw out a large 
am ount of new wood that will bear large 
crops of fine fruit. 
I had occasion three 
years ago to head back an oid tree quite 
heavily ; it threw out the first year a large 
num ber of new shoots two to three feet 
long, and they were literally loaded with 
much finer fruit than the other trees that 
were not so headed back, and it has con­ 
tinued ever since to bear m uch larger crops 
and liner fruit than any of the other trees 
that were not cut back, and they ail had 
equal advantages otherwise. 


PACKING T H E FR U IT FOR M ARKET. 
I think this part of the work should be 
done by the dealer, who ¡3 supposed to be 
prepared for it. 
In that case, the farmer 
could take it out of his sweat-boxes and 
m arket it in clean cotton sacks, though he 
can if he pleases put it in suitable packages 
for m arket himself. 
The most convenient 
package for the trade, in this couniry, is a 
neat, strong sugar-pine box made on pur­ 
pose for figs. It is intended to hold twenty 
pounds, but the figs m ust be pressed in 
pretty solid to get in the twenty pounds. 
The box is made very strong in order to 
stand the heavy pressure. It is also made 
very tight 
to make it impossible for 
insects to get into the fruit. 
Figs thus 
packed will keep good for years, aud these 
packages are a convenient size, also, for 
the m erchant to .retail from. The figs 
should be flattened out and laid in nice, 
neat tiers at both top and bottom of the 
box, and also placed w ith some care and 
regularity all through the boxes. 
If thus 
placed, and then properly pressed, it will 
add m uch to the appearance of the fruit, 
and the price secured will well repay lor 
the trouble. Spmetimes boxes are made 
to hold only ten pounds and others to hold 
thirty, forty and sixty ; but the twentv- 
pound boxes are the most convenient. Mr. 
Burnham , of Riverside, puts most of his 
crop into sm all round hoop boxes, holding 
a half to two pounds each. 
He says it 
pays him to do it. 
H e tells me that he got 
lur his figs last season (put up in that shape) 
from 16 to 24 cents per pound, and for some 
in half-pound boxes he got 27 cents per 
pound. 
As 
this 
industry 
progresses 
and develops a system of uniform pack­ 
ing will be established. Public attention 
is being turned to the subject, and I think 
it is destined to develop very rapidly, and 
that in the near future it will be one of the 
most prom inent and best paying productive 
industries on this coast.

The following essays on berries are from 
the pen of I. A. W ilcox, of Santa C lara: 


RA SPBERRIES. 
Raspberries, like strawberries, have a 
special value as food. 
Like strawberries 
they are a special aid to digestion, besides 
containing medicinal properties. 
About 
fifteen or eighteen years ago I wrote as fol­ 
lows about this fruit for the l ’aciñc Rural 
Prets: 
“ Among 
raspberries 
the 
well-tried 
Falstaft takes the lead. The Philadelphia 
proves productive, though much inferior 
in size, and has nothing in quality to re­ 
commend it. 
Knevit s Giant, from large 
to very large, is of too dark a leaden color 
to be" a favorite and too soft 
to 
bear 
transportation. Its tlavor is peculiar, and 
will suit some palates well, perhaps all 
who cultivate a taste for it. May do for 
the amateur, but too imperfect in the im ­ 
pregnation and consequent productiveness 
tor m arket purposes. The Franconia, sim i­ 
lar to Falstaft, is a solider berry, but drier 
and less productive, and consequently less 
profitable. 
No other variety worthy ot 
special favor or mention, unless it be the 
Yellow Antwerp, has made its appearance, 
and 
the 
color of this berry is un­ 
favorable for m arket purposes, however 
good it may be for those who like it. 
Of the black-cap family the Doolittle is the 
best. The Thornless is too small, dry and 
unproductive; the Yosemite too unap­ 
proachable on account of its wild nature, 
tinned, as it is, with thorns. It is a ram ­ 
pant grower, and the berries are large, but 
of poor color. The Doolittle is the best 
llavored, most productive, and has the 
natural bloom and look of the familiar 
wild varieties that abound in New York 
and other States. But I find none of the 
black-caps profitable for the m arket.” 
I h a v e n o w to say th a t th e b lack -cap s 
h a v e n e v e r beco m e a fav o rite on th is coa3t. 
Further I raav report, that we have new 
varieties of red raspberries which have 
nearly displaced the kinds favored a few 
years ago. 
Among these the Herstone stands at the 
h ead, so far as can be ascertained. 
The English Red Antwerp, so called by 
some, is a berry of superior excellence, 
outranking the Cuthbert. which has been 
held in the highest estimation till very 
lately, among the newer sorts. 
Hansel is 
another of the newer kinds weil spoken of. 
It may he here rem arked that the rasp­ 
berries, like the grapes of toreign origin, 
do well generally in California. 


BLACKBERRIES. 
Until w ithin the last few years black­ 
berries have not been cultivated to any 
great extent. The Boston High Bash was 
the first candidate for public favor. This 
is a sweet berry of medium size. 
The 
fruit comes early in the season, at least the 
bulk of the crop comes on early, the fruit 
ripeoing so rapidly that it is ail gone in a 
few weeks. 
The Lawton was brought into this State 
soon after its introduction, about 30 years 
ago. It was a great acquisition. 
It origi­ 
nated in New Rochelle, a few miles east of 
New York city, where it was found wild in 
a pasture. It is one of the long cane varie­ 
ties, but having been browsed by cattle for 
m any years it had become shortened in 


length and more siocky in body, throwing 
out side b anches instead of lone canes. 
Here it may be said, that this pruning has 
changed the habit of this plant entirely, 
and it affords a lesson for the fruit-grower 
worthy of being remembered. 
The iso­ 
lated plant above referred to, being in an 
open space, exposed to the warm sunshine 
when ripening, was made to produce, afier 
many vears of radical change in habit, a 
type of fruit that seeius entirely new. 
" When the Lawton berry was first placed 
upon the m arket it surprised our oldest and 
best pomoloeists by its superior qualities, 
and it taught a lesson which has gone into 
fruit literature, showing how superiority 
has been produced in the blackberry by 
C 
runing alone. 
But another lesson has 
ecn learned since by experience, namely, 
that tliis berry would not do for universal 
propagation. In central New York, where 
the climatic conditions are unfavorable, 
the Lawton berry proved a failure, al­ 
though wild blackberries are common in 
that section of the country. 
A few years after the Lawton had been 
disseminated, 
another 
new 
kind 
was 
brought out, this tim e from the K ittetinny 
m ountains of Pennsylvania, aud called the 
Kittetinny. 
This berry has entirely dif­ 
ferent characteristics from the Lawton or 
Boston H igh Bush. 
It is the largest de­ 
cidedly sweet berry we have, and is pre­ 
ferred for canning and other general use to 
either of the other kinds. 
The Lawton is a great favorite when 
grown to perfection and ripened in the 
noon-day sun. 
It will make a palatable 
wine, fit for medicinal purposes. 
Among the new cultivated kinds is the 
Crandall, or Texas E xtra Early, as it is 
sometimes called. This variety is among 
the largest, is very fine flavored, comes on 
tw ow ieks earlier than the Lawton or Kit­ 
tetinny, and lasts, so it would seem, dur­ 
ing the entire sum m er; at least these re­ 
m arkable qualities arc attributed to it by 
those who know it best. It should be 
planted wide apart—say ten or twelve feet 
apart in the hills—and be allowed a high 
growth. 
It is said to ripen up well, and to 
be less seedy than the Lawton, while con­ 
taining all the good qualities of this well- 
known variety. The Dewberry, like most 
wild blackberries, runs too m uch to be cul­ 
tivated for m arket. The blackberry re­ 
quires moist o ' irrigated land. 
If irri­ 
gated, it needs good drainage. It will not 
do where there is stagnant water in the 
ground, although it will bear a large quan­ 
tity of water by irrigating in leaching land. 
The old canes should be cut out at the 
end of the year, and three or four new 
caues left in bunches, say three by eight 
feet apart, as a general rule, for the coming 
year, and these should be headed down to 
four or five feet in length, as may prove best. 
Blackberries are easily propagated from the 
new canes coming up from the root. 
But 
the plants may be grown from fragments ot 
roots planted in beds, to be reset, or put in 
where they are to grow. It is desirable to 
propagate choice kinds from the roots 
alone, as a large quantity of stock can be 
sooner obtained this way. It is also better 
for the bearing plants not to dig around 
them, as by cutting the roots the plant be­ 
comes weakened and less productive. The 
better way is to leave all new shoots needed 
for the following year, and carefully cut 
off at the the surface of the ground all 
supartious shoots, leaving only three or 
four, or whatever may be needed, of the 
strongest canes, for the coming year’s crop. 


GOOSEBERRIES, 
Gooseberries are tbe first pie fruit of the 
season we have in California. They com een 
in the season when they are especially de­ 
sirable. W hen full grown, before they be­ 
come ripe, the fruit is shipped in bags or 
boxes to the mines or elsewhere needed in 
very large quantities. Much of it is also 
sold to the canneries, where it is put up 
chiefly for a distant market. 
The gooseberry is propagated from cut­ 
tings eight to twelve inches in length. If 
the soil is compact and heavy, five inches 
in the ground is quite deep enough. As 
every bud on the cuttings is likely to put 
out a top growth, it is well to cut out the 
buds of the part of the cutting that is to go 
in the ground, if the plant is to have a 
body-like shape. The suckering plants are 
not desirable, as tbe fruit will be smaller 
and m ust be picked with grealer difficulty. 
Those who raise this fruit in large quan­ 
tity will find it advisable to gather the fruit 
with buck mittens, bv rubbing it off into a 
pan, and afterwards cleaning up in a fan­ 
ning m ill to take out the leaves. 
_ 
The chief kind of gooseberry cultivated ' 
here is the Houghton’s Seedling. Though 
medinm in size, i' comes early in the sea­ 
son, is good in quality and very prolific. 
The English gooseberries, though much 
larger than our seedlings, do not find a 
natural home on this continent. Though 
coming from the north stopes of land, in 
the region of dampness and fogs, these va­ 
rieties generally mildew in California. But 
there are exceptions to this rule. There are 
regions, generally inland or away from the 
ocean, where some of these foreign kinds 
are grown successfully. There isa v a risty 
sometimes called the Kilsey gooseberry, 
from the old Kilsey nursery, of Oakland, 
that is being dissemina'.ed and is meeting 
with much favor, on account of its large 
size and comparative freedom from blight. 
They may be planted thres by six feet 
apart in favorable soils. 


AN IMPORTANT INV ENTION. 
AUegretti has invented a process for pre­ 
serving m atured fruits, which, if it works 
as he says it will, solves all the difficulties 
attending Eastern shipments. He was yes­ 
terday asked to address the Convention, 
and in the course of his rem arks said : 
Since the year 1S65 I have given much 
attention to ihe preservation ot green fruit 
and other perishable articles, for transpor­ 
tation—principally, however, by the refri­ 
gerating process—but it is only within the 
past year that I have perfected a process by 
which matured fruit can be preserved in 
all its natural flavor and perfect condition 
long enough to reach the Eastern markets, 
say eight to ten days, without any other 
preparation whatever. 
My process is of a 
nature that does not require the handling 
of the fruit in any manner, consequently 
all the natural 


COLOR AND FLAVOR ARK PRESERVED INTACT, 
Just as taken from the trees. This fact, 
however, requires that all fruit should 
come to me in a souud and matured con­ 
dition, but not too ripe. The tim e reqnired 
for treatm ent is from two to six days, ac­ 
cording to tbe quantity. 
W ith this process 
any large or sm all quantity of matured 
fruit, vegetable or other perishable pro­ 
duce, may be accumulated at any one or 
more shipping points, and be kept in pres­ 
ervation till there is enougli to load a car, 
or a train, as the ease may be. th u s . giving 
the small fruit-grower (the bone and sinew 
of the .State) advantages equal with the 
large producer. The cost of so treating the 
fruit is but sritail compared with the ad­ 
vantages to be gained by being able to 


COMPETE W ITH T n E EASTERN MARKETS, 
By laying down California fruits at five 
cents per pound, which I am fully con­ 
vinced can be done, if necessary, and still 
pay well the grower, and railroad company 
and 
the 
cost 
for 
treatm ent, as 
the 
Hon. Leland Stanford said in a letter ac­ 
knowledging the receipt of a basket of fruit 
treated by m y process in December last : 
11 If this can be done, the difficulties of the 
California fruit problem are solved." 
There are many large cities in the East­ 
ern States that are reached hv railroads, and 
instead of selling one carload per week at 
fancy prices, five carloads per day could be 
disposed of at popular prices. 
I have resided and done business in 
many of the large Eastern cities, and know 
of what I speak. 
The fruit cars of the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road Company are well adapted, just as 
they are, for the carrying of fruit treated by 
my process—in good condition for a transit 
of "ten days, but should it be desirable to 


FORWARD T H E FRUIT BY SLOW FR EIG HT, 
I can so prepare the cars that the fruit mav 
be a m onth or more on the road, and still 
have it arrive in good condition. 
The possibilities of California for fruit 
growing are not, in m y opinion, appreci­ 
ated by her people as they should be, a 
country, as the H on. M. M. Éstee remarked 
in his speech at the opening of the citrus 
fair at the Pavilion, ” where tropical and 
semi-tropical fruit will grow side by side 
with the apple, pear, olive and other fruits 
of colder clim ates.'' 
It is said that Naples (my native city) is 
the garden of Italy, and that Italy is the 
garden of the world, but with fall’knowl- 
edge of the products of my native land, 
and the possibilities of my adopted land, I 
assert that California will, at no distant 
day, be considered the Garden of the 
W orld. 
W hen asked what his process consisted 
of. he replied : “ So far I have not divulged 
the secret, but as I am now fully protected 
by letters patent. I will do so. 
It consists 
sim ply of paralyzing the germ of the fruit. 
Once that is thoroughly done, and which 
is accomplished by m y process, the fruit 
rem ains in the sam e condition days, weeks 
and in some instances m onths. It arrests 
all decay. The fruit wants to be picked 
thoroughly ripe, and the packages in which 
it is to be shipped placed in the receiving- 
house and left for twenty-four or forty- 
eight hours. In ease of 
FIVE AND TEN CARLOAD L0T3 
It may have to rem ain from three to five 
days, but when it is taken out it can be 


■ shipped at your pleasure, by the slowest 
freight, anywhere you desire and it will 
arrive there in exactly the same condition 
it was when you plucked it from the tree 
and placed it in the package. The fruit is 
not damaged in the least—its color, deli­ 
ciousness. weight, all are there. This only 
costs a fraction of a cent per pound, and 
fruit thus packed will not be regarded in 
the m arket as perishable, and there will 
be an end to refuse lots bn account of 
decay.” 
He said he was now ready to contract 
with individuals or private companies. 
WHAT IT AVILL COST. 
H e would put up the receiving houses, 
for which he would charge $1 per cubic 
foot. 
A thousand-dollar house would pre­ 
serve carload lots. The principal outlay 
was ice. The fruit did not require handling, 
excepting the placing of the packages in the 
receiving house and the taking of them out 
again. This process was as equally useful 
in preserving vegetables and meats as it 
was fruits. 
H e related m any instances 
where he had preserved in this m anner for 
weeks and months berries and fruits, and 
of his laying the same down in New York 
city in perfect condition. 
H e called upon 
Mr. Hatch and several gentlemen present 
who knew of those experiments, to testify 
to the truth ot his statements, which they 
did. 
Afternoon Session. 
A committee often was appointed to wait 
upon the railroad company and ask for 
better shippine 
facilities and 
cheaper 
freights, as follow s: Messrs. YVeinstock, 
Back, W ilcox, W illiams, Butler. Stabler, 
Heed, Gregory, Anderson and Platt. 
The question of fruit shipm ents ivas then 
taken tip. 
A resolution was passed to the effect that 
no one should be allowed to speak more 
than five minutes at one time, nor more 
than twice upon the same subject, unless 
by unanim ous consent. 


T H E WEINSTOCK RESOLUTIONS. 
The resolutions offered by H . W einstoek 
on W ednesday, and which were published 
in full iu the R eu o r d- U n i o n of Thursday, 
were then taken up and the entire after­ 
noon devoted to their consideration. 
Mr. 
Weinstoek explained them and asked that 
jom e of the shippers present be asked to 
address the Convention. 
P. E. Platt, of the firm of Strong & Co., 
was called upon. He said the m ain and 
only question to be solved is that of trans­ 
portation. Four years ago oranges were a 
glut on the m arket and the Los Angeles 
crop sold here and in San Francisco for 
from 50 cents to $1 a box. 
A change came 
over the m arket two years ago, when the 
railroad company reduced freights on or­ 
anges East from $400 to $200 a car. 
W hen 
the railroad company sees that it is clearly 
their interest to m ake a reduction, they 
make it. They saw they could not get to 
handle that freight without a reduction, 
and it was made. There was an im m edi­ 
ate change, and in less than two m onths 
there were buyeis for all the crop. 
In 1882 
they sold, picked and packed, at 50 cents a 
box. 
Last year they sold for $2 a box on 
the trees. 
Land in the Los Angeles section 
advanced from $100 an acre to $1,000. 
T hat advance in 
price 
of 
fruit 
and 
value of land is largely, if not wholly, 
due 
to 
the 
reduction 
in 
freights. 
Last year we got a considerable reduction 
in freight in this section on other fruits. 
This was due to the Fruit Union and ship­ 
pers’ combined effort to that end. 
The 
only object ot the California Fruit-Growers’ 
Association was to get the requisite num ­ 
ber of cars together, to m ake up the pre­ 
scribed train, and escape tbe 5 per cent, that 
the California Fruit Union «anted to im ­ 
pose upon shippers. The California Union 
wanted to put everything into one m an’s 
hands—Mr. Porter. They would m ake a 
monopolist of one mail. Get low freights, 
and you need no fruit organization. Then 
there will be hundreds of buyers from the 
East, backed by millions of coin. 
W hat 
we want is better cars, quicker tim e and 
lower rates of freight. 
He said he would 
not ship fruit to the East on commission. 
Mr. W einstoek said unless there was a 
proper distribution made of the Eastern 
shipm ents at this end, Eastern markets 
would be glutted in some localities, and 
others wouid go bare. 
Mr. W illiams thought Mr. Platt had 
struck the keynote. All we want is plenty 
of buyers and cheap freights. That will 
give us a m arket for all our fruits, and that 
is what we most desire. 
Mr. Weinstoek said if we want our fruit 
properly distributed we m ust nave a local 
agent in every town of any considerable 
size east of tlie Rocky M ountains. 
Last 
season, while California grapes were rot­ 
ting in Chicago, they were selling for 50 
cents a pound in Philadelphia. California 
grapes have no competitor in the Eastern 
m arkets. 
As many California grapes are 
sold in Chicago, at ten cents a pound, as 
there are of all the other varieties com­ 
bined, and which are sold at three pounds 
for ten cents. 
Mr. Block said he was now sure that Mr. 
Porter was the master of the California 
Fruit Union, and not its servant. H e was 
confident from what he had learned, that 
a secret arrangement or contract existed 
between Porter A Co. of Chicago and New 
York tirius. which wai in direct violation 
of the contract entered into with the Fruit 
Union b> Mr. Porter. 
Let us push aside 
all such agents, or rather bosses. 
Let us 
unite with the shippers ami all prill to­ 
gether. The interest of one is the interest 
of the other. Let ns not fight those whose 
interests are our own and not put too 
much faith in one-man rule. 
Mr. Aiken said he was favorably im ­ 
pressed with the resolution ot Mr. Wein- 
stock. It was an abie production, and its 
author deserved the thanks of the fruit­ 
growers of the State, for his untiring efforts 
to solve this most im portant question. 
He 
hoped that all differences between shippers 
and growers, and sectional feelings, would 
be buried. 
Mr. Block was opposed to the resolution 
that recommended an auction of ship­ 
m ents in the East. H e feared th at their 
returns would not be satisfactory. 
Mr. Aiken said all the M editerranean 
and Florida fruits for the Eastern m arkets 
were sold bv auction, and the grower got 
all his fruit brought, except the auction­ 
eers’ commission. California’s is the only 
fruit sold in the East that is not disposed 
of in this m anner. 
Mr. Blowers thought it would work well 
in Chicago, New York. Philadelphia and 
Baltimore, but in Cleveland and sm aller 
cities it would not work so well. The Cal­ 
ifornia growers had not sufficiently edu­ 
cated themselves upon the subject ot East­ 
ern methods as to be able to lake advantage 
of them . 
Judge Blackwell explained the auction 
system as proposed. He said a carload 
would be put up. The first bid would be 
the choice for sixty boxes: the next a 
choice for another sixty boxes, out of what 
w a s left, and soon. 
It is not a new idea, 
it is not an experiment, and is one in 
which the grower will get at all limes the 
full market value of his fruit. 
The resolutions were then read, with the 
various am endm ents and additions, and 
adopted as a whole. They are as follow s: 
Risolccd, T hat the trait growers c f California, 
assem bled in Ftate Convention, do hereby call 
tiie attention of the C a'ifornia railroad authori­ 
ties to the present serious condition of affairs iu 
the fruit industry, und express th e hope th at 
the action of th is Convention m ay aw aken a 
deeper interest on th eir pait in the crisis at 
hand. It is to be trusted th at they realize as 
fully as we do th a t trait-grow ing, so iar as it lies 
in the pow er of transportation 
com pone-, 
should be m ade a profitable industry. 
It is use­ 
less to look tor m uch desirable em igration so 
long as fruit culture, w hich has now become 
one of our chief industries, does not. w ith the 
closest attention, yield a living. 
Fruit carrying 
should be looked upon by C alifornia transporta­ 
tion com panies as nails are regarded by the 
hardw are m erchant, calico by the dry goods 
trade, and flour an d sugar by the grocer 
In 
other words, fruit should be treated by th e rail­ 
ro a d -o f this coast not as a fancy article, to be 
m ade to bear a fancy tariff, b u t as a leading 
staple, w orthy to be transported at th e least pos­ 
sible cost. 
Rctolved, T hat a com m ittee of ten growers and 
shippers lie appointed by th is Convention to lay 
a copy of these resolutions before the railroad 
authorities and ask: First, th a t the present re­ 
strictions be so mcsli lied th at ten carloads or less 
shall constitute a S6u0-ra:c fruit train. T hat the 
rate upon cars by passenger trains be Í400 per 
c a r . and tba! the slow h eight rate be S-"J0 per 
ear. .second, th a t tin- rate to such Eastern 
points as New York, P hiladelphia and Boston 
bo m ade n- t to ex'-e-d 84'« per car. Third, tlm t 
passenger tim e be guaranteed; and, fourth, th at 
a tuihcienl num ber ot cars suitable for th e fruit- 
carrying Irade be provided, lie it farth er 
Resulted, T u al the fruit-growers assem bled in 
Flat * Convention do hereby recom m end to the 
California F ruit Union th a t a: its n ex t annual 
m eeting, to tak e pl.iee January 19. 1887, th e by­ 
laws ol th at association be modified so as to em ­ 
brace the following resolutions, nam ely: First, 
th at all persons raising or shipping fruits for 
¿astern m arkets be eligible to m em bership. 
Retained, T hat such association, through its 
m anagem ent, appoint a com m issioned agent in 
every E astern city th a t can use a carinad or 
m ore of California fruits at a tim e, and th at the 
m anagem ent, by com piling such facts and sta­ 
tistic- as m av be at th eir com m and, arrange a 
table of distribution, subject to such changes 
and m odifications as th e m arket m ay from tim e 
to tim e dem and : aud it shai! become the duty 
of the General .Manager of such fruit to regulate 
tb e distribution of ail fruits strictly in aecord- 
ance w ith such provisions. 
Itrtolrrd, T hat said m anagem ent also establish 
regulations to control the quality, the w eight 
aud th e m anner of packing all traits offered lor 
Eastern shipm ent. aDd th at its inspectors reject 
such fruits subm itted for shipm ent as do not 
com e up to th e established requirem ents. 
RctUved. T hat the Eastern agents be instruct­ 
ed to seli all fruits w hich m ay be consigned to 
them by the Exchange, by auction, at public 
trade sales, aud in no oiber way, the auction­ 
eers’ charges to be paid out c f the commissions 
allow ed these agents. 


Retched, T hat it is the sense of th is Conven­ 
tion th a t all subscribers to the stock of th e Cali­ 
fornia F ruit Union should contract w ith the 
other subscrib rs th at they will not sell any 
fruits for Eastern shipm ent to any one except to 
m etriiers of said 
t uiou (Eastern shipm ent 
m eaning east o f Ogden), reserving the privilege 
to sell any an d all fruits for any o th er purpose. 
Retained, T hat m em bers of the E xchange shall 
be allow ed th e privilege of nam ing points of 
destination for th eir traits, and the further 
privilege of nam ing th eir own consignees; und 
it shall be th e duty of the general m anager to 
faithfully observe such wishes, provided the 
space allotted to such paints of destination be 
not all ta k tn ; and provided such m em bers also 
instruct ilieir consignees to sell th eir fruits by 
public action, and at the sam e tim e and place 
at w hich the fruits consigned to th e agents of 
th e Exchange are sold ; and, finally, be it 
Retailed, T hat tbe m anagem ent' of said E x­ 
change shall m ake such rales as w ill place all 
ui( m bers on a level, and w ill m ake it impossible 
for any m em ber or m em bers to perm anently 
m onopolize any special m arket, to the exclusion 
o f other members. 


A ss a u lt w llli a I>. a d ly W e a p o n . 
Between 6 und 7 o'clock last evening Mrs. 
J. M. Hotz appeared at the station-house 
with her clothes saturated with blood, 
which was flowing from a wound near the 
right tem ple that had severed a blood 
vessel, and caused her right eye to close 
and be discolored. 
She stated that her 
husband had struck her with a piece of 
iron at their residence on L street, near 
Sixth, knocking her down, and inflicting 
the wound m entioned; that she ran out 
calling for aid, when he followed and 
pulled her back, struck her in the breast 
with his list, and on the back of the head 
with a stick of wood. She afterwards made 
her way to the coruer of Sixth and L 
streets, sent a messenger for an officer, and 
officer Farren responded from the station- 
house, but m eanwhile she started for and 
made her way to police headquarters on 
foot. The City Physician was summoned, 
responded promptly, her injuries were at­ 
tended to, and she was made as comfortable 
as possible in tbe receiving hospital. 
H er 
husband appeared while this was being 
done, and gave bonds for his appearance to 
answer on a charge of assault with a deadly 
weapon. 
In answer to questions, Mrs. 
Hotz stated that she did not know why she 
had been assaulted, except that he had 
several times threatened to kill her, saying 
that nothing would be done to him if he 
did, the last occasion being on the previous 
dav. notw ithstanding she had been sick in 
childbirth not more than three weeks pre­ 
viously. 
Being further pressed as to the 
cause "of the threats, she declared that it 
was "th e same old trouble” about her 
danghter, and that it was probable he 
thought she bad been telling the lady wbo 
oxupied the bouse with them about it. 
Mr. and Mrs. Hotz, during their married 
life of several years, have had many disa­ 
greements. On one occasion, when they 
lived on J street, she fired a shot at him be­ 
cause of a belief that be was too familiar with 
her daughter, and tbe latter appears to have 
been, directly or indirectly, tbe occasion of 
much trouble between them . She has been 
for some time a resident of San Francisco. 
On the other side, it is claimed by Mr. 
Hotz's friends, that he has liad occasion 
for jealousy also, and that be was aggrava­ 
ted by his wife's soeech last evening until 
he lost control of himself. Our reporter was 
unable to find him last evening, to learn 
his version of the m atter. 
H e h a i appa­ 
rently always thought a great deal of his 
wife, and about a year and a half ago he 
had a difficulty one night with a man 
named John Green, wbo, Mrs. Hotz com­ 
plained, had endeavored to break into their 
house and take liberties w ith her. 
W hile 
the two men were disputing in front of 
Hotz's door, Green m ade a motion as if to 
draw a weapon upon Hotz, when the latter 
fired a shotgun with which he was armed, 
and killed him . 
An arrest and trial for 
m urder followed, resulting in Hotz’s ac­ 
quittal.

About 5 o’clock W ednesday evening a 
lady and her little son, about 2 years of 
age, were sitting in a buggy iu front of 
Clunie A Kiiev’s store.

ANOTHER FOUL MURDER. 


D r. K. H . H erg a rten S h ot D ow n by W ill­ 
ia m D o la n . 
fS. F. Post, November 18th.] 
A nother m urder was added to the records 
of San Francisco this m orning, one most 
atrocious and despicable in its character. 
Dr. E. H . Hergarten, a veterinary surgeon, 
whose office was at 111G Mission street, was 
shot down about 4 o’clock this m orning by 
W illiam Dolan, a hack driver. About the 
hour named Dr. Hergarten was in the sta­ 
ble of Mr. Conklin looking after some 
horses, when Dolan came around. The 
two commenced arguing over some m atter 
concerning horses. 
Dr. H ergarten asked 
Dolan for fifty cents he owed him for some 
medicine. 
Dolan angrily replied that Dr. 
Hergarten owed him for bringing a horse 
down from pasture at the Ciilf House, and 
if anything the doctor was in his debt. 
The dispute continued for some little time, 
when Dr. Hergarten again went about his 
business, and was about to m ake an exam ­ 
ination of a horse’s hoof, when Dolan said : 
“ You're a d—d loafer !" 
"A nd you are a ---------------------!” replied 
Dr. Hergarten. 
A t this Dolan drew ltis pistol and fired. 
Dr. Hergarten exclaim ed; “ I am killed ! 
he has killed me I" and, staggering a few 
steps, he fell behind the horse he was doc­ 
toring. 
Mr. Conklin, who was upslairs at the 
tim e, rushed down and noticed Dr. H ergar­ 
ten in the position he had fallen, and John 
Donoghue. who was working in the stable 
at the farther end when the shot was fired, 
came up and the two lifted the wounded 
m an up and laid him in a place where he 
would rest more easy. They then sent alter 
a physician, but before lie arrived Dr. H er­ 
garten was dead. 
Mr. Conklin did not no­ 
tice when he came down stairs whether 
Dolan walked or ran out of the stable. He 
did not look for him , but devote^ his atten 
tion at once to the wounded man. 


decea sed’s q u ie t c h a r a c ter. 
John Donoghue was working in the sta­ 
ble. and says he heard the two disputing, 
but did not pay any attention to them, 
keeping on w ith his work. H e noticed 
Dolan have his right hand back of him , 
near his hip pocket, hut did not suspect 
that he intended shooting. W hen Dolan 
shot he was standing about ten feet front 
the m urdered m an. 
Shortly after Dr. 
H ergarten’s death the Coroner was notified, 
and he appeared on the scene. The ball 
had entered the right side, below the ribs, 
and lodged inside. 
Dr. Hergarten was a German by birth, 
coming to this country fifteen years ago, 
and San Francisco four years ago. 
Dttrin 
his residence in this city he has bad a good 
practice as veterinary surgeon. 
He was a 
generous and kindhcarted m an, and liked 
by a large circle of acquaintances. H e was 
44 years of age, ami rather a goodlooking 
m an. H e was a member of the Keystone 
Lodge of K nights of Honor, of the H er­ 
m ann Sons aud Foresters. 
Members of 
these lodges state that lie was a perfect gen­ 
tlem an. 
THE MURDERER. 
Dolan, the slayer of Hergarten. is a hack- 
driver of bad repute. 
He has frequently 
been arrested for cruelty to his wife and 
children, and is a man of violent temper. 
H e was finally arrested at his residence. 
H e represents that he shot Hergarten in 
self-defense; that the latter abused him for 
some time, and then went and got a knife, 
w ith which he said he would kill Dolan. 
The m urderer also says that Conklin was 
near by when H ergarten threatened him , 
and that he there and then shot him . 
Conklin, it appeals, was up stairs. 
The affair lias caused great excitem ent in 
the city.‘coming so soon upon ilie heels of 
the Mamie KeUv murder.
